The increase in me mbership is, ‘on the whole, 
satisfactory, taking into account the difficulty which 
new societies now experience in obtaining eupplies 
| of any kinds, a circumstance which has prevented 
their formation in several instances. The very large 
increase in trade turnover of nearly a million and 
a half sterling is, of course, in a great measure 
dune to war prices, but it must be borne in mind 
that the impossibility of procuring more than very 
small supplies of fertilizers and feeding stufle, as 
well as machinery, is responsible for a very con- 
siderable restriction in these departments of trade. 
There is an improvement to record in the number 
of societies making returns for 1916 as compared 
with previous years, but it is not eufficiently marked 
to entitle them to boast. The fact remaing that 
260 societies’ names appear in the statistical returns i 
with no particulars of their business. Of these 
260 vacant epaces, 74 consist of societies which

THE NEW NATION. 
Letter from Mr. George Russell. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In that cycle of history which closed in 
1914, but which seems now to the imagination 
as far sunken behind time as Babylon or 
Samarcand, it was customary at the festival 
of the Incarnation to forego our ennities for a 
little and allow freer play to the spiritual] in 
our being. Since 1914 all things in the world 
and with us, too, in Ireland have existed in a 
welter of hate, but the rhythm of ancient habit 
cannot altogether have passed away, and now, 
if at any time, it should be possible to blow 
the bugles of Heaven and recall men to that 
old allegiance. I do not think it would help 
now if I, or another, put forward arguments 
drawn from Irish history or economics to con- 
vince any party that they were wrong and their 
opponents right. I think absolute truth might 
be stated in respect of these things, and yet 
it would effect nothing in our present mood. 
lt would not be recognised any more than 
Heaven, when It walked on earth in the guise 
of a Carpenter, was hailed by men whose minds 
were filled by other imaginations of that 
coming. 

[ will not argue about the past, but would 
ask Irishmen to consider how in future they 


may live together. Do they contemplate the 
contrauance of these hitter hatreda in our own 
household ? The war must have a finale. 
Many thousands of Irishmen will return to their 
country who have faced death for other. ideals 
than those which inspire many more thousande 
now in Ireland and make them also fearless of 
death How are these to co-exist in ha. ama 
wiand if there is no change of heart ? ach 
will receive passionate support from relatives, 
frends, and parties who uphold their action 
This will be a most unhappy country if 
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temper as stern as theirown? Will these endure 
by ing termed traitors to Ireland: Will bhais 
friends endure it ? Will those who mourn their 
dead end ire to hear ecornuful ereech of 
they loved ? That way is for ue a path to II;

iteeif. I had met many men

| listened with that half-cynical feeling 
which is customary with us when men advocate 
a cause with which we are temperamentally 
sympathetic, but about whose realisation we are 
hopeless. I could not gauge the strength of the 
new spirit, for words do not by thermeelves 
convey the quality of power in men; and even 
when the reverberations from Easter Week were 
echoing everywhere in Ireland, for a tune I, and 
many others, thought and felt about those who 
died as some pagan concourse in ancient Italy 
might have felt looking down upon an arena, 
seeing below a foam of glorious faces turned to 
them, the noble, undiemayed, inflexible faces of 
martyrs, and, without understanding, have 
realised that this spirit was stronger than death. 
| believe that capacity for sacrifice, that devo- 
tion to ideals existe equally among the op- 
ponents of these men. It would have been 
proved in Ireland, in Ulster, if the need had 
arisen. It has been proved on many a battle- 
field of Europe. Whatever views we may hold 
about the relative value of national or Imperial 
ideals, we may recognise that there is moral 
equality where the sacrifice is equal. No one 
has more to give than life, and, when that is 
siven, neither Nationalist nor Imperialist in 
Freland can claim moral superiority fot the dead 
champione ot their causes. 

And here I come to the purpose of my letter, 
which is to deprecate the scornful repudiation 
by Lrishmen of other Irishmen which is so com 
mon at present, and which heips to perpetuate 
our feuds. We are all one people. We are 
closer to each other im character than we are to 
any other race. The necessary preliminary to 
politica! adjustment # moral adjusiment, forgive- 
uesa, and mutual understanding. I have been in 
council with others of my countrymen for several 
months, and Í noticed what an obstacle it was 
to agreement, now few, how very few, there 
were who been on terms of friendly in- 
timacy with men of all parties. There was 
hardly one who could have given an impartial 
account of the ideals and principles of his op- 
ponents. Our political differences have brought 
about social isolations, and there can be no 
understanding where there is no eagerness to 
meet those who differ from us, and hear the 
best they have Le say for themselves, This 
letter is an appeai to Irishmen to seek out and 
understand their political o nia, lí they 
come to know each other, they will eome io 
trust each other, and will realise their kinship, 
and will set their faces to the future together,
